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If the events related in the New Teſtament 
have thus demonſtrated what is the true key to 
the prophecies of the Old: if the hiſtorical 

records of the goſpel, comprehending every 


material circumſtance of the birth and life, 


the death and reſurrection of Jeſus, are ſo 
many literal completions of ancient predic- 
tions: if the ſame prophetic ſyſtem appear to 
have been uniformly carried on by our bleſſed 
Lord and his apoſtles : : if the gracious Founder 
of our religion, in frequent myſterious con- 


verfation with his difciples, confirmed the 


prophecies concerning his miſſion, ſufferings 
and reſurrection: if he inſtructed his apoſtles 
to preach theſe doctrines to the whole world : 8 
if he foretold the calamitous, as well as proſ- 
perous, events which ſhould affect his church: 
if he predicted the deſtruction of the temple of 
Jeruſalem, the general diſperſion of the Jews, 
the converſion of the gentiles to the faith, 
and the glorious univerſality of the goſpel- 
kingdom upon earth: do we not hence per- 
ccive a manifeſt continuation of the fame great 
and merciful plan of infinite wiſdom in its: 
ſeveral progreſſive ſtages, finally to receive its 
accompliſhment. in the kingdom of heaven ?

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It is then our duty, as ſubjects of the gol- 


pel-kingdom, and more particlarly as members 
of this venerable Socicty, to mark the ſeveral 


cauſes, which have hitherto accelerated or re- 


tarded the propagation of the Chriſtian faith, 


to weigh well the tempers and diſpoſitions of 
mankind in our own times, and to avail our- 
ſelves of every fortunate occurrence which may 
offer for the fulfilling our gracious Redeemer's 
prediction in the text, and this goſpel of 
the kingdom ſhall be preached | in all the world, 
for a witneſs unto all nations.” [Matth. xxiv. 
14.] 

The kingdom of the Mefliah was a ſubject 
of great and univerſal joy amongſt the ancient 
prophets. The character, ſufferings, and ex- 
altation of this Prince of peace had been co- 
piouſly deſcribed. Even under the humble 
title of the Son of Man (which is our Saviour's 
favourite and almoſt invariable appellation of 
himſelf) he had been expreſsly foretold by the 
prophet Daniel: * Behold one like the ſon 
« of man came with the clouds of heaven— 
« and there was given him dominion and 
6c glory and a kingdom, that all people, na- 


| tions, 
Daniel vii. 13, 14. ö 
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tions, and languages ſhould ſerve him : his 
dominion is an everlaſting dominion, which 
ſhall not paſs away, and his kingdom that 
* which ſhall not be deſtroyed.” To this glo- 
rious kingdom the words of the text refer ; and 
the diſciples of our Lord could not well miſtake 
the application. They are here, in the ſpirit 


of prophecy, aſſured by their divine maſter, 


that the goſpel of this everlaſting kingdom 
* ſhould be preached in all the world, for a 
« witneſs to its moſt diſtant nations: they 
are immediately after his reſurrection com- 
manded to go into all the world, and 
« preach the goſpel to every creature.” 

Nor were theſe unlettered inſtruments in- 
competent to the grandeur of the deſign. Ani- 
mated by the holy Spirit of God againſt all 
dangers, and comforted under every affliction ; 
ornamented with the aſtoniſhing powers of 


| fpeaking various languages, and of performing 


miracles ; the Apoſtolic body, thus rendered 


_ conſpicuous by the brilliancy of their ſuper- 


natural endowments, marched forth from Je- 
ruſalem, and proclaimed every where the glad 


tidings of faith and ſalvation. To the rapid

ſucceſs which attended their commiſſion hiſtory 
bears a decided teſtimony. The univerſal pub- 


lication of the goſpel in all the nations of the 


then-known world, even before the deſtruc- 
tion of the temple, and the diſſolution of the 
Jewiſh polity, gave an early accompliſhment. 
to-this part of the prophecy ; whilſt the pre- 

diction of our Saviour in the latter part of the 


verſe, * and then ſhall the end come,” was as 
remarkably fulfilled by the conſequent imme 


diate execution of divine wrath on his mur- 
derers, the demolition of their city, and the 
general diſperſion of its wretched inhabitants. 
And when, in contemplating theſe extra- 
ordinary fats, we take into the account the 
remaining predictions which have not yet re- 
ceived their completion: that * Jeruſalem 
« ſhall be trodden down of the Gentiles until 
« the times of the Gentiles be fulfilled :” that 
« * from the riſing of the ſun to the going 
« down of the ſame, the name of the Lord 
« ſhall be great among the Gentiles ;* and 
finally, that“ after the fulneſs of the Gen- 
« tiles ſhall come in,“ the Iſraelites ſhall re- | 
turn from their long diſperſion, and be them- | 


ſelves 
Luke xxi. 24. * Mal. i, 11. Rom. xi, 25, 25. 
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ſelves converted to the Chriſtian faith, and 
6 fo all Ifrael ſhall be faved:” When the 
ſeveral diſtinct parts of this aſtoniſhing diſpen- 
ſation of the Almighty are thus brought to- 


| gether under one view; and we reflect, that we 


have already ſeen an exact completion of one 
part of the prophetic ſyſtem relating to it, — 
what reaſon can be aſſigned why we ſhould not 
rely on the immutability of the divine author 
for the accompliſhment of the remainder in his 


own appointed time ? 


_« 1 Known unto God are all his works from 
* the beginning of the world.” And though 
he hath reſerved ©* * in his own power the 
« times and ſeaſons” for bringing to paſs many 
of the greater works of his providence, yet 
from the conſtant and invariable operation of 
his paternal care in watching over the in- 
tereſts of nations, and in the protection of in- 
dividuals, we may reaſonably infer, that the 
ſame eternal goodneſs will be ſtill more con- 
ſpicuous in promoting and bringing to ma- 
turity thoſe deep deſigns which his unerring 
wiſdom hath planned for the benefit of the uni- 
verſe. The goſpel conſidered in this view as 

eb ba „ an 

Acts wv. 18. Acts i. 7. 
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an univerſal bleſſing, can never ceaſe to be an 
object of the affectionate regard of its benefi- 
cent author. 

That he no longer vouchſafes, as in the 
infancy of Chriſtianity, to confer upon the 
preachers of the goſpel thoſe miraculous 
powers, which contributed ſo largely to the 
converſion of mankind, cannot with propriety 
be adduced as a proof, that he hath caſt off 
the care of his church. Theſe ſplendid marks 
of divine interpoſition, ſo neceſſary at the firſt 
to rouſe the languid attention of the hearer ; 
to arreſt and fix it upon the ſublime truths 
which the Apoſtles preached, are to be con- 
fidered rather as credentials of their miſſion, 
than as the ſole efficient cauſe of their ſucceſs. 

When St. Peter converted fo many thouſands 
in * Solomon's porch, are we to impute the 
converſion principally to the miracle performed 
on the cripple, or to the zeal of the Apoſtle ? 
The miraculous cure indeed firſt excited the 
admiration of the people, who with an aſto- 
niſhment that was natural, aided by a fpirit of 
curioſity, ran together to behold the ſubje& on 
whom the divine power had been exerciſed. 

The 


8 Acts iii. 11. 
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| | The Apoſtle, taking advantage of the con- 
1 courſe, addreſſed the Jewilh audience in a diſ- 
F courſe replete with ſcriptural learning and- 
| ſound reaſoning ; placed before their eyes their 
own criminality, in having rejected and crucified 
the Lord of life; teſtified with boldneſs his re- 
ſurrection and aſcenſion into heaven, and his 
continuance in thoſe bleſſed manſions until the 
final completion of the glorious prophecies 
concerning his kingdom ; and concluded with 
an earneſt ſolemn exhortation to repent and be 
converted. The ſacceſs was anſwerable to the 
truth and excellence of the Apoſtle's reaſon- 
ing: © many which heard the word believed.” 
The hearing the word cauſed the belief: whilſt 
thoſe who were deaf to the voice of reaſon and 
argument, felt little impreſſion from an authen- 
7 tic proof of St. Peter's divine miſſion, exhi- 
3 bated in the preceding miracle. 

N From this, and other fimilar inſtances re- 
corded in the Acts, it appears, that they who 
1 attribute the rapid progreſs of Chriſtianity 
ſolely to the miraculous powers veſted i n the 
3 Apoſtles, do an injury to the characters of 
b theſe inſpired preachers of righteouſueſs, and 
. 275 82 to 
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to 0 che cauſe which they defended. Let us re- 
flect, that to theſe ſupernatural qualifications 
were added a thorough knowledge of the 


ancient ſcriptures, —a divine energy that ſur— 


paſſed the powers of human oratory, in refer- 
ring and applying the types and prophecies 


concerning the Meffiah to the correſponding 


events in the character of their bleſſed maſter, — 

an unwearied zeal in the cauſe they had under- 
taken, —a greatneſs of mind ſuperior to all dan- 
gers,—a patience invincible under torment, — 
and a contempt of death itſelf, founded on the 
certain aſſurance of a reſurrection to eternal 


life: and we ſhall be led to a more clear and 


certain concluſion, that the goſpel thus preached 


nin demonſtration of the ſpirit and of power“ 
| had in z7ſe/f an undoubted claim to the affec- 


tionate attention of mankind; and was capable, 
under the direction of its infpired advocates, of 
carrying conviction to the heart, through its. 
own intrinſie excellence, excluſive of the aſſiſt- 
ance which it derived from miracles, 

And that this was truly the caſe, will appear 
from hence; that after the ceſſation of the 
miraculous powers, the Goſpel ſtill continued 

to:

to flouriſh and bear fruit, till it became the 
eſtabliſhed religion of the Eaſtern world, and 
by degrees penetrated into the Weſtern. 89 
long as it was preſented to mankind in its pure 
and native ſimplicity ; ſo long as the preachers 
formed themſelyes on the primitive model of 
the apoſtolical age, were exemplary in their 
lives, and“ mighty in the ſcriptures, teſtify- 
ing thereby that Jeſus was Chriſt;” ſo long 
as their pious labours were directed to. the re- 


moval of ignorance, the correction of error, 
and the reformation. of vice; — ſo long they 
ceaſed not to gain converts to the Chriſtian 


faith. 


If they afterwards. deviated. from this plan; 


and, neglecting the more ſolid advantages of 
Chriſtian diſcipline, began to waſte their time 
and talents in ſloth and indolence ;—if, in. 
conformity. to. the manners of the age they 
lived in, they miſtook the gloomy auſterity of 
monkiſh ſecluſion for the unadulterated doctrine 
of Chriſtian ſelf-denial; —if, more intent upon. 
aggrandizing the perſon. and authority. of the 
Roman pontiff, than. in delineating the cha-- 
racteriſtic virtues of their meek Redeemer, or 


Acts xvili.. 24, 28. 
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in tranſplanting thoſe virtues into their own. 
hearts, they no longer exhibited to the world 
an example of primitive holineſs: can we 
wonder that, when the profeſſors of Chriſti- 
anity ſunk under the corruptions and vices of 
the times, and the genuine goſpel of Chriſt 
lay thus neglected, its original brightneſs ſhould 
be obſcured and almoſt extinguiſhed beneath 
the dark clouds of ignorance and ſuperſtition ? 
Amidſt a depravity fo general, when learning, 
taſte and ſcience ſcarce reared their languid 
heads, and were indebted for a feeble exiſtence 
to the ſhelter of a monaſtic cell, -can it be 
deemed wonderful that true Religion ſhould be 
near expiring under the ſame baneful influence, 
or that ſhe ſhould take ſanctuary in the fame 
unſocial inauſpicious retreat? 

Happily for mankind, the ſacred books of 
ſcripture, which, together with other monu- 
ments of ancient wiſdom and learning, had 
been committed to the care of the Eceleſiaſtics 
of that age, were by the providential finger of 
God, preſerved ſecure to the great æra of the 
REFORMATION. At this period, the re- 
vival of letters, facilitated by the art of printing, 
laid open the hidden ſprings of ſacred ſcience, 
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and refreſhed a thirſty world with the waters 


of eternal life. If theſe celeſtial fountains had 
been for a while concealed; if from the ig- 


norance and corruption of preceding times, 
the great plans of Providence ſeemed to have 


been ſuſpended ; we now behold them revived 
with additional ſtrength and ſplendour : we 
behold the labours of Chriſtian paſtors, —of 
our own church in particular, —ſucceſsfully 
exerted in explaining and illuſtrating the ora- 
cles of God; in elucidating the figurative lan- 


guage of ancient oriental prophecies, and mark- 


ing their completion; in collecting the ſcat- 
tered evidences of our holy religion, and in 
defending its genuine doctrines againſt the 
attacks of bigotry and infidelity : we behold 
the Goſpel of the kingdom, purified from the 
gloom of ſuperſtition and the pageantry of 
idolatry, happily eftabliſhed in this ifland, and 
preached to many diſtant nations; its divine 
influence extended beyond the ſhores of the 
Atlantic, and the ſacred light of righteouſneſs 


and falvation penetrating into regions which 


« fat in darkneſs and the ſhadow of death.” 
Phe To 


2 Iaiah ix, 2. 
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To communicate the bleſſings of which we 
are partakers; to contribute to the ſucceſsful 


propagation of the Goſpel, and thus to pro- 


mote the univerſality of Chriſt's kingdom upon 


earth, are the great objects of the inſtitution 


of this venerable Society. Impreſſed with a 
due ſenſe of their obligations to the diſcharge 
of theſe duties, the Members of it, from the 
date of their incorporation, have ſteadily pur- 
ſued ſuch means, as were apparently moſt con- 


ducive to the accompliſhment of ſo deſirable 


an end. Convinced that the ſureſt method of 
ſpreading Chriſt's religion with ſucceſs, is to 
copy after the models of the pureſt ages, they 
have not only uſed every precaution in exa- 
mining into the moral as well as literary qua- 
lifications of the Miſſionaries they have em- 
ployed; but have alſo recommended to them 


in the moſt earneſt manner to cultivate in 


themſelves, by ſtudy and application, and by 
fervent prayer to Almighty God, ſuch a ſaving 
knowledge and belief of the Goſpel, and ſuch 
an habitual practice of all Chriſtian virtues, as 
may enable them to be living examples of the 
truth of the doctrine they profeſs. Arduous 
indeed is the ſervice, and ſlender the temporal 

advaiitage, 
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advantage, which the faithful Miſſionary can 
reap from the bounty of the Society. The 


perils he muſt undergo, the difficulties he muſt 
encounter in his connection with uncivilized 


barbarians, require an uncommon degree of 
fortitude, and, above all, the gifts and graces of 


the Holy Spirit, in ſuch meaſure as alone can 
qualify him for the weighty employment. It 


is our part to judge with candour of thoſe who 
diſcharge their duty to the beſt of their ability; 
to make all favourable allowance for the in- 
firmities of human nature, and to give every 


poſlible encouragement to their pious labours 


in the vineyard of their bleſſed Maſter. 
In the infancy of this inſtitution, the So- 
ciety, in conformity to the example of the 
earlieſt times, planted churches firſt in the moſt 


central ſituations, or in the capitals of the re- 
ſpective colonies; from whence the Miſſionaries 
might gradually advance to the confines, as 
population increaſed, and as the ſpiritual wants 
of the inhabitants called for their aſſiſtance. 


And they have had the repeated ſatisfaction of 
knowing that their benevolent intentions have 


not failed of ſucceſs in many parts of Ame- 
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rica, before the late mt The events 
which have ſince taken place on that Conti- 


nent, by circumſcribing the boundaries of the 
Britiſh. empire, have in one reſpect leſſened the 


cares of the Society, though they can never 
weaken. their affectionate regard to thoſe con- 
ſcientious Miniſters, who, for their faithful ſer- 
vices,, have become fufferers. To theſe the 
Colonies under the King's. dominion hold out 
an aſylum, and the humanity of the _— its 
ſuture ſupport and. patronage... 

At the fame time, the late emigrations into» 
theſe Colonies having cauſed a large increaſe of 
inhabitants, who in regions wild and unculti- 
vated are now forming new towns and ſettle- 
ments, the attention of the Society is neceſſa- 
rily engaged by theſe. freſh objects of their care. 
Nor have they been neglectful of another 
branch of their. inſtitution,—the extending the 
denefits of it to the native Indians bordering 
on theſe ſettlements. And it is a pleaſing re- 


flection, that the labours formerly beſtowed, 


in the converſion of * one branch of the con- 
federate nations, have been productive of much

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good fruit. The late affectionate jeneptivg 7 


given to their itinerant Miſſionary, from whom 
they had been ſeparated more than ſeven years, 
by theſe well-meaning converts to Chriſtian- 
ity—their eagerneſs to preſent their children to 
be baptized—their willingneſs to receive in- 
ſtruction— their docility in learning, and their 
readineſs in obeying the precepts of their in- 
ſtructor, form altogether a more engaging pic- 
ture of the improved manners and temper of 
this people, than from their origin could rea- 
ſonably have been expected; and afford to the 
Society a well- grounded hope of a more general 
eſtabliſhment of Chriſtianity throughout their 
newly acquired ſettlements. - 

And whilſt we thus extend the bleſlings of 
the Goſpel-kingdom to the-uncivitized natives, 
we are not unmindful of the deplorable ſitua- 


tion of thoſe, who, torn from their native 


country, experience the wretchedneſs of ſlavery 
in a foreign land. If the unhappy Africats 
are, as is generally ſuppoſed, the deſcendants 
of Ham, how wonderfully is the prophetic 
voice of Noah accompliſhed in the lot of- his 
. The curſe, which the inſpired Pa-

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triarch pronounced on the father of the Ca- 
naanites for his irreverent behaviour, has been 


literally fulfilled in his offspring. A ſer- 


4 yant of ſervants has he been to his brethren,” 


and ſo continues to this hour: — ſold as cattle 


at a market—doomed to perpetual bondage,— 
ſubjugated to the caprice of tyranny—detained 


in brutal ignorance—in the midſt of Chriſtians 
living without the knowledge of God—amidſt 


the light of the goſpel of truth, plunged in the 


darkneſs of error and heatheniſm! This is 


| ſuch a complication of miſery, as in a Chriſtian 
country is not to be paralleled. After ſo many 


pathetic repreſentations from hence of a caſe 
ſo truly piteous—after a late valuable pub- 


lication on this important ſubject, in which 


the ſenſibility, the conſcience, and even the 
intereſt of the Planters are appealed to, in be- 
half of their enflaved fellow- creatures; muſt 
it not be a matter of ſome ſurpriſe, that the 
characteriſtic humanity of the Britiſh nation, 
ever r to ſympathize with diſtreſs,

only efforts that have been hitherto made for 
their relief, have been owing to the compaſ- 
fionate feelings of the members of this Society, 


who, in the plantations of which they are 


truſtees, have ſet the laudable example of in- 
ſtructing and converting them; and who, if 
their earneſt repreſentations could remove the 
prejudices of the ſelf-intereſted, and attract the 


notice and approbation of Government, would 
cheerfully employ their worthy Miſſionaries 


on ſo heavenly an errand, as the general im- 
provement and converſion of the Negroes; and 
would *' * rejoice with joy unſpeakable,” to 
ſee them grafted into the body of Chriſt's. 


church. 
Whilſt the members of this Seite have 


thus endeavoured to act up to the principles, 
and to fulfil the ends of their incorporation; 


and by the uſe of ſuch means as Providence 


hath intruſted to their care, have tried to ſur- 
mount the obſtacles and diſcouragements which 


retard the propagation of the Goſpel in the 


Weſtern world; it will not, I truſt, be con- 


fidered

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ſidered as inapplicable to' the preſent occafioh 
to point out the proptiety of extending in like 


manner the benefits of Chriſtianity to the 


Eaſtern.— The large tracts of country, now 


added tos the Britiſh empire in Afia, have 
opened a fair proſpect before us. The opu- 
lence, the fertility, the population of theſe diſ- 


tant provinces, give them an increaſing weight 


in the ſcale of Britiſh property, and juſtly en- 
title the inhabitants to all the privileges of 


fellow-ſabjets. As ſuch they already enjoy, 


in ſomie meaſure, the blefling of our free con- 


ſtitution. We have placed them under the 
protection of our laws; and guarded their moſt 
valuable rights by the eſtabliſhment of an Eng- 
liſh tribunal. After thus communicating the 
choiceſt temporal bleſſings, on which we juſtly 
ſtamp ſo ineſtimable a valde, can we conſiſtently 


decline to impart the ſpiritual bleſſings whereof 


we are partakers in the goſpel of Chriſt ? Can 
we withold from ſo many millions of rational 
beings, unhappily deluded by error or degraded 
by ſuperſtition, the privilege of an emancipa- 


tion from their chains of darkneſs, and an ad- 
miſſion into the n liberty of the

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1 « children of God ?” If we compaſſionate the 
ignorance of the American Indian, or of the 
ſavage African, and treat them as objects worthy 
of our attention; ought not the ſame charitable 
diſpoſition to animate our hopes and excite our 
zeal towards the converſion of the Mahometan 
or the Gentoo? That this duty is incumbent 
on us as. ſubjects of the ſame Empire, and as 
Chriſtians, that it would be greatly facilitated: 
by a variety of peculiar conſiderations reſpect- 
ing the civil and political ſtate, the literary 
character and the religious .tenets of the Ma- 
hometans, and even from the gentle temper 


and ſerenity of the credulous diſciples of Brama,, 


Ras been lately enlarged upon with great judg- 
ment y a very ingenious writer. It is to be 
hoped, the intereſting ſubje& will: merit the at- 
tention of Government, and. influence the de- 


&rminations of a great commercial hody to- 
take the lead in { glorious a. cauſe: — that

RATION with à perpetual ſucceſſion, by the name 


of THE SOCIETY FOR' THE PROPAGATION 


or THE GosPEL IN FoREiGN PARTS; for 


the receiving, managing, and diſpoſing of the con- 
tributions of ſuch perſons as would be induced to 
extend their charity towards the Maintenance of 
a Learned and an Orthodox Clergy, and the 
making of ſuch other prouiſion as might be neceſſary 
for the Propagation of the Goſpel in Foreign Parts, 
upon information, that in many of our PLAN- 
TATIONS, CoLoNiges, and FACTORIES be- 
yond the ſeas, the proviſion for Miniſters was 
mean, and many other of our ſaid PLANTA- 
TIONS, CoLoNIEs, and FACTORIES, were 
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wholly un provided of a maintenance for Miniſters, 
and the public worſhip of God; and that, for lack 
of ſupport and maintenance of ſuch, many of 
his loving ſubjets wanted the adminiſtration of 
God's word and ſacraments, and ſeemed to be 
abandoned to Atheiſm and Infidelity, and others of 


them to Popiſh Superſtition and Idolatry. 


The Society was compoſed, by the Charter, 
of the Chief Prelates and Dignitaries of the 
Church, and of ſeveral other Lords, and emi- 
nent perſons in. the State, with a power to elect 
ſuch others to be Members of the Corporation, 
as they, or the major part of them, ſhould 
think beneficial to their charitable defigns ; 
and they immediately applied themſelves with 
great zeal and alacrity to the good ' work; 
and after adjuſting preliminaries in the choice 
of Officers, and ſettling ſtanding orders and 
rules for their more regular proceeding, they 
ſubſcribed every one of them, according to their 
ſeveral ranks and diſpoſitions, an annual ſum 


to be paid to their Treaſurer, for the general 


uſes of the Society; and choſe new Members, 
and gave out deputations, according to the 
powers in the Charter, to receive and collect 
the donations of all charitable and well-diſpoſed 
perſons towards this moſt pious deſign: And 


thro' an eſpecial bleſſing, th1s work of the Lord 


bath all along proſpered in their hands. An in-

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the true faith of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. Great 
ſums of money have been expended annually 
in the diſperſing of bibles and common prayer 
books, with an innumerable quantity of other

By which. there was a very hopeful 
and improving appearance of religion in the 
public worſhip of God, according to the liturgy 
of the Church of England, in a great number 
of churches in America, under the direction of 
this Corporation, and in others which were 
raiſed by their means, before the ſeparation 
from this country.

with bibles, prayer books, and ſmall religious 
Tracts, to diſtribute among their people, as oc- 
caſions require. And as the Society generally 
receive from their Miſſionaries accounts of their 
proceedings, and of the ſtate of their ſeveral Miſ- 
ſions, it is thought proper to publiſh the fol- 
lowing Abſtract of ſuch informations as were 
were received from the Mifionaries and in the 


year 178 5. 


Newfoundland. 


By letters received from Mr. Price, and by 
the concurrent teſtimony of many of the prin- 
cipal inhabitants, who reſide great part of the 
year at St. John's, it appears that the people are 
perfectly ſatisfied with his appointment, and 
that he fully anſwers the views of the Society 
in the very commendable diſcharge of his 
Miniſterial office. 


His notitia ſtands thus: baptiſed 20 infants, 
and 1 Negro adult; married 10 couple, and 
buried 77. By far the greater number of the 


inhabitants of St. John's are Iriſh Roman 
Catholics. 


The Rev. Mr. Balfour, Miſſionary at Har- 


bor Grace, acquaints the Society, that he has 
been his uſual round of about 28 leagues, four 
times during the laſt ſummer. That Popery 
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prevails much, nearly one half of the Bay being 
of that perſuaſion. | 


A School-maſter was much wanted at Har- 
bor Grace. Mr. Balfour, having met with a 
very able one, Mr. William Lampery, the So- 
ciety have confirmed his appointment. In the 
year paſt he had 75 ſcholars, and has given 
great ſatisfaction to the parents and friends of 
the children under his care, 


It is much to be lamented' that: there are not: 
more. Miniſters in that. iſland. The. Society 
are ready to liſten to any application, where 
there is a profpect of a tolerably decent pro- 
viſion for a Miniſter. The gentleman, who 
was deſigned for the Miſſion of Trinity Bay, 
was prevented from coming over in the fall, to- 
obtain Holy Orders, but is daily expected. 


Nova Scotia. 
The Rev. Dr. Breynton, having had the 80- 


_eicty's leave ſome time ago, 1s come to Eng- 


land on his private affairs, but will return 
again as ſoon as he conveniently ean. 


Several letters have been received from Mr. 
Bailey, the Miſſionary at Annapolis, all of 
which give a moſt pleaſing account. of the im- 
proving ſtate of his Miſſion. He conſtantly 
officiates on Sundays, and catechiſes the _ 

; en 
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dren every Wedneſday. In the year paſt he 
had baptiſed 96, and had three perſons added 
to the number of his communicants. Among 
the new ſettlers a ſpirit of induſtry prevails, 
and they are making very rapid improvements. 


The many bad, diſorderly habits, contracted 


in the war, are declining apace,, and their at- 
tention to order, religion, and the education of 


their children, proportionably increaſes, and 


the happy effects of inſtruction are manifeſt, 
wherever regular ſchools have been eſtabliſhed. 
In particular, he commends Mr. M' Namara, 
for the great pains he takes in his ſchool, 
which is in a very thriving condition. Beſides 


his own immediate charge, he has not been 


neglectful of places which lye contiguous to 


him. He has occaſionally viſited Digby, where 
he has had large congregations, who have ex- 
preſſed great thankfulneſs at the kind intention. 


of the Society. to provide them with a Miniſter. 


They have accordingly ſent over a petition to 


the Society, in which they repreſent, that their 
townſhip contains between 2 and 3oo families 
of Loyaliſts, the greateſt part profeſſing them- 
ſelves of the Church of. England ; all, emi- 
grants from the different. States of North Ame- 
rica, who from their attachment to the King, 
and the Britiſh Government have become vo- 


luntary exiles. That, their little ſavings from. 


the ravages of war, and the confiſcation of their, 
eſtates, have been moſtly expended in providing 
themſelves habitations in a wilderneſs. coun- 


try, 
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try, and in the cultivation of their lands; f6 
that they are not yet in a condition to afford 
that ſupport to a Miniſter, which their in- 
clinations prompt them to, and his character 
and ſtation require, without the additional 
il bounty of the Society. Willing, however, to 
do to their utmoſt, they engage to build a 
church and parſonage houſe as ſoon as poſſible, 
and in the interim, to provide a place for divine 
ſervice, and an houſe for the Miſſionary, with 
the farther promiſe of an annual fubſcription, 
which ſhall not be leſs than 257. at preſent. 
The Society are happy to have it in their power 
to comply with the requeſt of theſe people im- 
mediately, by appointing the Rev. Mr. Viets 
to be their Miſſionary, of whoſe abilities and 
good conduct they have had many years ex- 
perience, while he had the care of Simſbury, 
in Connecticut. Directions have been ſent to 
him to remove with all diſpatch to Digby, 
and it is ſuppoſed, that by this time he has 
entered upon his rew charge. It is recom- 
mended to him alto to pay attention to the 
Negroes, who are ſettled in that vicinity; and 
to other adjoining places, where there 1s no re- 


gular adminiſtration of the word and facra- 
ments. | 


The Rev. Mr. Wiſwall, Miſſionary at Corn- 
wallis, &c. acknowledges the receipt of the 
prayer books and religious tracts, which were 
ſent him laſt ſpring from the Society, and 


which 


Nn 
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which have been very uſefully diſtributed among 
his people. In Cornwallis, the ſtate of his 
Miſſion is much the ſame. He has baptiſed 21 
infants, and buried 6, and married 22. During 
the whole of the winter he had a congrega- 
tion every Sunday twice as large as in the pre- 
ceding. He catechiſes the children once a 
month on a Thurſday, beſides on Sundays: 
and on the Sunday after Michaelmas he had 
1.2 children repeated by heart the whole of the 
Catechiſm before the congregation, in a per- 
fectly diſtinct, and correct, manner. But at Wil- 
mot, where ſeveral refugees are ſettled, there 
is a fairer proſpect of the church floriſhing, 
and he hopes that a church will be built there 
next ſummer. He requeſts ſome more religi- 
ous tracts for the uſe of his people, which the 
Society have ſent him. 


Mr. Ellis has acquainted the Society that the 


church at Falmouth, an handſome ſtructure for 


that country, is at laſt finiſhed. That he has 
baptiſed 67 infants, 4. Negroes, and L adult; 
buried 14; married 8; and. has 74 communi- 
cants. 


His Excellency Governor Parr has favored. 


the Society with ſeveral letters in the courſe of 


the year, in which he aſſures them of his con- 
ſtant ſupport. and countenance of ſuch mea- 
ſures as they may recommend for the extenſion, 


of the Chriſtian. religion, In particular, he 


expreſſcs 
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expreſſes his great ſatisfaction in the Society's 
intention to ſend two Itinerant Miſſionaries into 
that province, which will contribute to remove 
thoſe ſad effects which are always produced in 
thoſe places, where the public worſhip and or- 
dinances of religion have been for any length 
of time neglected. He points out ſeveral 
places, where ſuch Miffionaries will be ex- 
ceedingly uſeful, as Ship Harbor, Sheet Har- 
bor, Country Harbor, Chedibucto, Antigoniſh, 
Pictou, and Meregoniſh, which contain up- 
wards of 2000 new ſettlers, and among them 
many worthy and reſpectable families. That 
Chedibucto contains nearly 1000 inhabitants, 
and from the goodneſs of the ſoil, and its proxi- 
mity to the fiſheries, bids fair to become a 
very floriſhing place in a ſhort time: and the 
other ſettlements have every encouraging proſ- 
pect. In theſe ſettlements Miſſionaries may 
be eminently uſeful. In conſequence of theſe 


intimations from the Governor, the Society 


have reſolved, that when the two Itinerants 
are fixed, Chedibucto in the eaſt, and Yar- 
mouth in the weſt, ſhall be the chief places of 
their reſidence. The Governor alſo, agreeably 
to Royal inſtructions, has allotted glebes in 
theſe and other parts of the province, for the 
uſe of Miniſters and School-maſters, | 


The Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, and 
ſeveral very reſpectable perſons at Halifax, 
having repreſented to the Society, that Mr: 

MD Michael 
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Michael Bernard Howſeal, a worthy man, and 


a great ſufferer by the late troubles, was highly 
deſerving their notice and ſupport, and that it 
would be a very proper meaſure to appoint him 
their Miſſionary to the Germans in Halifax, 
and parts adjacent, (and his own congregation 
having defired the ſame by memorial) the So- 


ciety have complied with their requeſt, having 


firſt granted him a gratuity of 404. and ſince 
his receiving ordination from the Biſhop of 
London, have eſtabliſhed him their Miſſionary, 
with an annual ſalary. 


New Brunſwick. 
The Society having engaged laſt year, when 


they found themſelves under a neceſſity of diſ- 


continuing their ſalaries to the Miſſionaries in 
the Independent States, to provide for thoſe 
who ſhould chuſe to remove into His Majeſty's 
Colonies; and the Government having been 
graciouſly pleaſed to co-operate in this deſign, 
by making an additional proviſion for Miniſters 
in the provinces of New Brunſwick and Nova 
Scotia, the Society has received information, 
that ſeveral of the Miſſionaries have made the 
option. Accordingly Mr. Cooke, who was 
an able and zealous Miſſionary many years at 
Shrewſbury in New Jerſey, and Mr. Beardſley, 
formerly Miſſionary at Poghkeepſie, in the 
State of New York, are already ſettled in the 


province of New Brunſwick, the one at St. 
F John's, 
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John's, the other at Maugerville. But as the 
Seat of Government is to be removed up the 
country to Frederictown, (formerly called St. 
Anne's) it is neceſſary that Mr. Cooke ſhould 
be fixed there: but his place at St. John's will 


be immediately ſupplied by Mr. Biſſet, late 


Rector of Newport in Rhode Iſland, who is 


preparing to go there. 


Befides theſe, Meſſrs. Scovil, Andrews; and. 
Clarke, from Connecticut, have had appoint- 


ments in the ſame province, and 'tis ſuppoſed 


that by this time they are fixed by the Gover- 
nor in thoſe places where their ſervices will be 


molt wanted. 


The Society have already received the fol- 
towing informations from Mr. Cooke and Mr. 
Beardſley. The former has acquainted the So- 
ciety, in a letter of the 17th of October laſt, 
that after a tedious voyage he arrived at Halifax 
on the 18th of Auguſt laſt, and was honoured 
with a very kind reception from Governor 
Parr. That, he had then a jaurney to under- 
take of near 200 miles by land and water, be- 
fore he could reach St. John's in New Brunſ-_ 
wick, which he accompliſhed on the 2d of 
September. He expreſſes great ſatisfaction in 
the friendly reception he met with from the 
people. The chief part of his congregation. 


are very indigent, He found, that about 18 


months before, they had purchaſed an houſe, 
36 
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36 feet by 28, for a church, but from the dif- 
ficulty of raiſing money, and from other cauſes, 
it was in ſuch an unfiniſhed ſtate as to be very 
inconvenient and uncomfortable for the per- 
formance of divine worſhip. To remedy which, 
Mr. Cooke called a veſtry, and repreſented the 


neceſſity of their exerting themſelves on this 


occaſion ſo effectually, that a ſubſcription was 
fet on foot, and by his perſonal application to 
the principal inhabitants, 90 J. was collected in 
three days time : with which they have been 
enabled to ciel it, and to erect a gallery in the 
front, and at each end, which will contain as 
many people as the building uſed to do below. 
After all, this is only a temporary affair, till 
ſome , dr, can be fallen upon, or the people 8 
circumſtances ſhall enable them, to build a 
proper church, which may be a credit, and 
ornament, to the place. He aſſures the Society 
of his utmoſt endeavors to promote the cauſe 


in which he is happily engaged. 


The Society have received two letters from 


the Rev. Mr. Beardſley, Miſſionary at Mau- 


gerville. In the former he returns thanks, 


jointly with his congregation, for his appoint- 
ment to that place, which gives mutual ſatiſ- 
faction to both parties. As the ſettlers are of 
thoſe unfortunate people who have been ſtrip- 
ed of their all by the late troubles, they are, 
i ſays, unable at preſent to do more towards 
the maintenance. of a Miniſter, than furniſhing 
£2 a glebe 
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a glebe under ſmall improvements. In the 
ſecond letter, he informs the Society that the 
glebe was given in the original grant from the 
Crown, for the uſe of the parſon of the Church. 
of England for the time being that, it fronts 
the river St.. John's, 28 roods wide, and about 
eight acres are cleared for tillage, whereon is 
a imall dwelling houſe, nigh to which the peo-— 


ple have erected a wall church, and have 


named it Chriſt Church; and they aſſure the 
Society that they will do all in their power to 
render his ſituation comfortable, and to for- 
ward the pious. views of. the Society. 


The Society have been aſſured from Gover- 
nor Carleton himſelf, that the appointment of 
theſe two Miſſionaries has given very general 
ſatisfaction, and that they are very much 
eſteemed by their people, and he has earneſtly 


deſired that the Society will fill the other Miſ- 


ſions with men of equal merit, and with as 
little delay as poſſible. 


Juſt as this Abſtract was putting to the preſs, 
another letter from Mr. Cooke came to hand, 


giving a farther account of the progreſs of bis 
labors in his Miſſion. 


That, beſides his regular attendance on his 
own people, he had been induced to viſit St. 
Andrews, on the Bay of Paſſamaquoddy, about 
20 leagues diftant from St. John's, where a 

large 
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large number of pe _ have ſettled, and the 
town is the capital of Charlotte county, regu- 
larly laid out, 3 conſiſts of 200 houſes. It 


has a good and fafe harbor, and a fine country 


around it, which cannot fail of making it in 
time a conſiderable place. For want of a Miſ- 
ſionary to perform religious offices, there were 
upwards of 60 children, who had never been 
baptiſed, which gave their parents great un- 
ealineſs, The neceſſity of the caſe, and the 


earneſt deſire of the people, ſeconded by the 


requeſt of the Governor, who had juſt returned 
from that place, induced Mr. Cooke to under- 
take this voyage at an inclement ſeaſon of the 
year: for he ſet off in a brig on the 6th of 
November, and by adverſe winds, and bad 
weather, was ten days in his paſſage, whereas 
in his return, on the zoth of the ſame month, 
though the weather was ſevere, he was no more 
than three days. 


On the 13th he reached Campo Bello, an 
ifland about five leagues from St. Andrew's : 
there he went on ſhore, read prayers and 
preached to the ſettlers, and baptiſed a woman 
about 40 years. of age, and her child of two 
years old, and. five other children. On the 
16th he arrived at St. Andrew's, was very kindly 
received by the principal gentlemen of the 
town, particularly by Robert Pagan, Eſq; at 
whoſe houſe he was entertained during his ſtay.. 
On the Sunday following he read prayers and 

preached 
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preached to a very decent and reſpectable con- 
gregation, and baptiſed 13 children, In the 
courſe of the week he baptiſed 36 more, who 
were brought to him from different parts of 
the neighborhood. He then was requeſted to 
croſs the bay to Digdequaſh, where he bap- 
tiſed ten more. He was there detained by the 
ſeverity of the weather three days, at John Cur- 
rie's, Eſq; before he could venture to go back 
to St. Andrew's, where at his return he bap- 


tiſed 12 more children, which brings the num- 


ber up to 78: two of theſe were white adults, 


and two black, who underwent a very fatis- 


factory examination, and one negro.child : the 
number had been much greater, had not the 
very cold weather (the rivers being frozen) 
prevented their bringing down the children 


from the higher ſettlements. From the con- 


verſation he held with the principal part of 
the inhabitants, and from the attention the 
ſhewed him as a Miniſter, he is well perſuaded 


that a Miſſionary will be very acceptable in 


that place, though many of the ſettlers are of 
the Kirk of Scotland. 


The little church at St. John's is now made 
very commodious, the body of it is pewed, 
and it is furniſhed with a reading deſk, a pulpit, 
and ſtoves. In this buſineſs he aſcribes much 
to the unremitting zeal of Mr. Iſaac Lawton, 
who has the cauſe of religion, and the intereſt 
of the church much at heart. But he hopes 


that 
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that by the zeal of the inhabitants, witn the 
aſſiſtance of Government, a much larger and 
more ſuitable church will ſoon be built. 


The number of baptiſms at St. John's, the 
preceding four months, has been 26 white 
(one of which was a young woman of 14 


years of age, who paſſed an examination which 


reflected no little credit both on herſelf and 
her parents) and ſix blacks, one of which was 
an adult. He has had 10 marriages, and 
only 4 burials; for the climate, he ſays, is 
very healthy. He repreſents the neceſſity of 


more laborers being ſpeedily ſent into the vine- 


yard, and hopes, for the ſake of God and re- 
ligion, that the country will not long be left 
without a ſupply. A report that Meſſrs. An- 
drews and Scovil were to remove thither in the 
ſpring, had juſt reached St. John's, and was 
received with great joy. On New Year's da 
he adminiſtered the ſacrament of the Lord's 
Supper to 25 communicants. The weather 
being then cold to an extreme, he could not 
expect the people, eſpecially the women, to 
attend; but going warmly cloathed himſelf he 
ſtood it tolerably well. When he wrote his. 
letter, it was more moderate, and fine winter 
weather, and he had a very full congregation 
the preceding Sunday, 


Soon after his arrival, he had an application: 


made to him from Mr. Snow, who keeps a 
{chook 
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ſchool at Carleton, on the other fide of the 
river, to be taken into the Society's ſervice, 
in which he formerly was, at Annapolis Royal. 
Having ſince made full inquiry jnto his cha- 
rater, as to his abilities, moral gonduct, and 
diligence in his ſchool, and having received 
the moſt ſatisfactory anſwers, from perſons on 
whoſe honor and integrity he can fully confide, 
he begs leave to recommend him to the Society, 
being perſuaded that they cannot beſtow their 
bounty more charitably or more uſefully. 


Canada. 


By advices received from Mr. Stuart, the So- 
ciety are informed, that he quitted Montreal 
with his family in July laſt, and is now fixed 
in his Miſſion at Cataraqui, to which he gives 
the moſt diligent attendance. At preſent, with 
the permiſſica of the commanding officer, he 
uſes a large room 1n the garriſon, for a church, 
in which divine ſervice is performed every 
Sunday. The inhabitants regularly attend, and 
he has the moſt ſanguine hopes, that a large 
congregation will ſoon be collected. They 
ſeem much pleaſed to have the firſt Clergyman 
ſettled among them, and promiſe, when it is 
in their power, to make him fome allowance. 
At preſent, their neceſſities prevent any ſuch 
expectation. Attentive as Mr. Stuart has been 
to his more particular charge, he has not neg- 


lected his former flock, the Mohawks, ſettled 
at

at the Bay of Quenti, whom he has viſited, 


and. baptiſed ſome of their children; They 


expreſſed great thankfulneſs for the Society's 


kind care and attention to them, eſpecially in 


the appointment of: Mr. Vincent their Catechiſt 


and School-maſter, who-continues to be very 
diligent in his duty. In his way to Quenti,

Mr. Stuart cauſed the inhabitants of the dif- 
ferent townſhips to collect their children at 


convenient places, and he baptiſed all who 


were preſented to him. It gave him great. 
pleaſure,. to meet in the ſecond townſhip (16 


miles diſtant from Cataraqui) a number of fami- 


lies of the Church of England, who aſſemble 


regularly on Sundays, and have the liturgy and 
a.ſermon read to them. As they were in great 


want of prayer books, Mr. Stuart ſupplied them 
with as many as he could ſpare, and 'tis his 
intention to viſit them as often as he conſiſt- 


ently can. 


Mr. Stuart farther acquaints the Society, 


that ſoon after his arrival at Cataraqui, finding 


4 ſchool much wanted, he ſolicited the aid of 


Government, and offered to take the care of it, 
until a proper perſon could be found. The 
Lieutenant-Governorprofeſſed great readineſs to 


promate the undertaking, and promiſed boards 


and nails, &c. for the ſchool-houſe : but as no 


falary has been. provided for the maſter, the 
matter dropped. Mr. Stuart flattered himſelt 


that a proviſion from ſome fund or other, would 
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have been aſſigned for that purpoſe. However, he 


is not ſo diſcoraged, but that he ſhall continue 
to exert his beſt endeavors to eſtabliſh a ſchool, 


being perſuaded, from the neceſſity of the caſe, 


that a ſupport will be found from ſome quarter 


or other : eſpecially, as Cataraqui is the capital 


of all the new. ſettlements, and moſt conveni- 
ently ſituated, in an wholſome climate, where, 
within a few years, proviſions wall be exceed- 
ingly cheap. At preſent, tis far otherwiſe, 
and neceſſity compels him to obſerve, that un- 
leſs ſome addition be made to his income, it 
will be extremely difficult, if not impoſſible, 
for him to ſupport his family,  - 


The Rev. Mr. Doty, Miſſionary at Sorrel, 
writes to the Society, that their:repeated kind- 
neſſes, and approbation of his weak endeavors 
to ſpread the knowledge of the bleſſrd Goſpel, 
affect him in a very ſenfible manner, and will 
animate his future zeal in that glorious em- 
ployment. The Society have alſo received an 
addreſs from the Wardens and Veſtry of his 
church, expreſſing their. gratitude to the So- 
ciety for their Apoſtolic charity in fending them 
a' Miſſionary. In the year paſt Mr. Doty had 
baptiſed 23 infants and 4 adults, married 4 
couple, and buried 4 infants and 1 adult, and 
has at preſent 29 communicants. 5 


The church catechiſm has been perfectly 
learned by more than 20 children, who con- 
| ſtantly 
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unity attend in the afternoon on Sünder to. 
repeat, and to hear it explained. One of them, 
about 17 years of age, has, in conſequence of 


this regular preparation, juſt teceived the ſacra- 
ment of the Lord s ſupper.
